The Money Market, 


‘fhe first quarter of this year‘will be memor- 
able in financial circles. forthe almost uniform 
tightness of money throughont. It is.true that 
on one or two occasions the clouds seeted to 
be breaking, anda ray of hope shong through, 
but this was soon dispelled, and the sefnd 
quarter is being heralded by the oredit jabbers 
with the same ory of-“‘dear money,” The nnm- 
ber of factors.-bearing on the bitnation at 
present in evidencs.make-it impossible, to view 
the outlook with any degree of certainty. The 
French exchange still dominates the position” 

“standing as it does at the low figure of 25.13, 
awd, with a heavy Raseian loan in prospective, 
ean it be wondered at ? The Banks in Paris are 
_ no doabt strengthening thair position in readi- 
ness, afrer the settlement of the Morocco 
difterences,.for the above-mentioned loan, so 
that for the time being this market is deprived 
of a great amonnt of French money. In faot,-it 
would appear that a.certain amount of American 

*Pinance Credits” had been transferred to this 
side of the channel. Later on, of course, a great 
deal of this money will find its way over here, 
and we. may have a glut of it, especially ifit | 
comes in-addition to the disbarsements of our 
own Government.’ For the present, however, 
the ingathering of revenue, the Stock Exchange 
settlement, and endof-month reqoirements 
keep money close up to the Bank rate, weekly 
‘foans commanding 4%. This dearneas is affect- 
ing the disgount market, and the fine rate for 
€0 d/s paper. is 34% 16%, and for three 
months” bills 847. From these rates it may be 
judged that the discount houses do not take a 
very hopeful view of the outlook for April, or 
even for May, bat doe allowance should be 
made for their feelings, the state of ths money 
nfarket daring the last thiee months having 
hard!y tended to encourage optimism. 

The Bank return exhibits little of inte- 
rest this week, beyond reminding us ofthe 
large figure to the credit of the Government, 
viz. $19,866,344. ‘The total reserve is slightly 
higher, bat av increase in the “Orher Da- 
posits”. leaves the “proportion” in the Bank- 
ing department a little lower at 46.6. There 
has been an addition of one million and a 
half to ‘Other Securities,” thus reflecting. 
the market’s borrowings. 

The Bank has continued to reosive gold 
since the returns were ‘made op, inolnding 
the sum of £100,000 from Germany. This 
sum no doobt represents Russian money, 
more of which, it is hoped, -will come to 
hand. 

The Stook Markets. 

‘There is very little change to report in 
the stock markets ‘here. We are nearing the 
end of avery long account which promised 
better things and has been a disappointment 
to all. There is no donbt-that the present 
Honse of Commons is looked npon by capital- 
ists~as.a danger to the country, and fo one 
would be surprised at anything they may 
bring forward or carry through. The sense 
of flippant irresponsibility and of their own 
abrolate power seers {0 possess them, and 
until some cleavage takes place which will 
more fairly balance the troe opinions. of 
the conntry, in’ finsncial cicles at any rate 
no great enterpri-e in invéstment is likely 
to be seen. There is hardly an interest that 
ia not threatened in some way or other: The 
weskness of Lord Elgin in not keeping in 


order his irrepressible sub, has produced a} 


feeling of want of confidence éven in foreign 
sffaira, althongh there is little to show this 
in “his own apecial: department.A. ; 

Cheap money is now looked upon as the 
only factor likely fo produce apy oonsider- 
able movement, “and fdr that we may not 
have long*to wait, bat itrie probable that 
it will be short-lived when it does come. 
In the meantime'gilt-edged securities are as 
little in réquest as the speculative stocks, 
and Consols in’ particular are weakly supported. 

There is no special feature, except that 
there is considerably more talk about Bgyptian 
investments, and the beat jobbing honses 
ssem eager to take a hand as dealers. The 
general complaint, however, is that it is 
difficult to get hold of soffisient—shares ip 
which to -make a market.. 


Console. 


The giltedged market is doll in sympathy 
with other gections of the ‘House.”
